GERHARD CLUTTERBUCK 
INSTANTLY KILLED 


Sad Shooting Fatality in 
_ North Red Deer 


A very sad shooting fatality 
occurred in North Red Deer on Sat- 
urday morning last at the home of 
Ms. Glutterbuck, whereby his young- 
est son, Bernard, aged thirteen 
years, lost his life. Mr. 
left for England on Thursday last to 
visit his mother, who is ill, and to 
wind up the affgirs of his father who 
had recently died. Mrs. Clutteebuck 
remained in North Red Deer with the 
two boys, Laurence, fifteen years 
and Bernard, thirteen. It ap- 
pears that Mrs. Clutterbuck was out 
nursing, and the boys were — left 
at home alone, and apparently took 
parcnt’s absence 
to have loaded firearms in the house. 
They had been to the picture show 
on Friday evening with a chun, 
Charlie Alford, calling at his home 
on the way back to North RedDeer 
to get a revolver for rabpit shooting 
on Saturday. The three boys, after 
‘getting the revolver, returned to the 
Clutterbuck home about ten o'clock, 
jand retired to bed about 11.30 p.m., 
puttiag the revolvers under their pi:- 


lows. Laurence, the eldest boy, got 
up first on Saturday morning, about 
nine o'clock, and lighted the — fires.

later, carrying their clothes into the 
kitchen to dress by the heater. Laur-

FRYING PAN TO FIRE. 


“The first Liberal administration 
put the province into the frying pan, 
and the present administration has 
put it into the fire.

Annual Meeting 


The annual mecting of the share- 
holders of the Red Deer Butter and 
Cheese Manufacturing Association 


was held in the board room at. the 
creamery on Thursday, January 16, 
1913. 

There was a large number of share- 
holders present, much interest being 
taken in the past year’s work. Presi- 
dent Jas. Comer occupied the chair, 
with FE. Carswell as Secretary- 

The President opened the meetipg 
with an account of the year’s work. 
To hold the patrons, it was neces- 
sary to enter more vigorously into 
the milk and sweet cream end of the 
business, and a milk business «had 
been purchased. 35,065 pounds of 
butter was made, 33,130 pounds 
heing sold through the Department 
of Agriculture, and the ba'ance sold 
locally. 

After the President's address had 
| been discussed, the balance sheet of 
the Association was read by the Sec- 
retary acd accepted by the meeting. 
Some discussion followed to why 
no dividend had been declared, and 
the directors showed that such oa 
step would have been unwise, on ac- 
count of the expense entailed by the 
purchase of the local milk route, and 
the pliant necessary to conduct -an 
up-to-date retail milk business. This 
plant was row pafd for, and the 
association stood in a good position 
to do business this coming year. 
That the business of the past year 
has been a good one for the patrons 
is shown by the prices paid. and 
amounts received by them. There 
were $4) patrons supplying cream. 
The average price paid was 274 cents 
per th., the lowest price being 26 
cents, and the highest 32. cents. 
There was also received lovally for 
milk $4,978.35, and shipped in milk 
and cream $3,327.92; butter sales 
being $9,652.96, a total of $17,959.23. 
The report of assets and liabilities

was then read, showing assets, in- 
cluding building and plant, — of 
$7,282.65, and liabilities, which — in- 
cludes the allotted stock and all in- 
debtedness of $3,695, This report 
was received and adopted.

As a result of advice in) market- 
ing, given him through the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, Department of Nat: 
ural Resources, Nick Taitinger, — of 
Claresholm, has been able to sell his 
12 barley crop at atprice that will 
net him full 20 ceats per — bushel 
above prevailing market prices and 
at the same time eetablish a most 
profitable market for the barley erop 
of his district. 

A short time ago Mr. Taitinger 
sulemitted a sample of his two-rowed 
Chevalicr barley to the Agricultural 
Branch of the Natural Resources De- 
partment. The sample, which show- 
ed the crop to be of excellent) qual- 
itv. was immediately sent to Hugh 
Baird & Sons, one of the most: tam- 
ous maltsters in Great Britain. The 
firm replied that the barley was just 
the hind they were looking for and 
ofiered $1.02 per bushel, which price, 
after carriage is deducted, nets Mr. 
Taitinger about 70 cents per ‘bushel. 

Mr. Taitinger’s crop took — the 
championship at the last Dry Farm- 
ing Congress and has heen in great 
demand, his neighbors offering 75 to 
&0 cents per bushel for seed. The 
whole crop could have been disposed 
of that price, but Mr. Taitinger is 
looking to the future of the barley 
exporting industry oof his district. 
So he divided his crop into two 
parts, one to export te the malt- 
sters mentioned and the other to sell 
for seed in his district.

Edmonton claims the distinction of 


creamery in the Dominion of Canada 
The Edmonton City Dairy, of which 
W. W. Prevey is president, reports an 
output of 1,140,000 pounds of butter 
for the twelve months ended Oct. 22. 
“Several years ago,” Mr. Prevey 
sald, “we shipped butter to points 
in Ontario and Quebec, receiving fr@m 
14 to 16 cents a pound in carload lots, 
but Edmonton has grown so rapidly 
that we are now obliged to import 
dairy products. We have brought in 
24 cars of 30,000 pounds each in the 
last year, the bulk of this coming 
from Minnesota, while a local packing 
firm has {mported 15 cars in 12 months. 
Our farmers are not producing suf- 
ficlent eggs and milk to supply half 
of the demand. We could and skould 
be exporters of these products instead 
of importers, but we will continue to 
be the latter until our farmers break 
away frony the single crop idea. We

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Our Future Bright With Promise 


Although railroad construction in 
the neighborhood of Red Deer 
slow, nevertheless all signs point to 
this town being at no distant May 
a prominent railway centre, equal- 
lizing if not surpassing any point in 
this great province of Alnerta. 

A railway man told a triend of the 
News, only a short time ago, that 
he, was surprised that the people of 
Red Deer were so slow in recogniz- 
ing this fact. If 
known what the future had in store 
for us, he remarked, there would be 
no holding us back, but there would 
be a rush of prosperity unpreeedent- 
ed in the history of the province. 

Recent events all point to 
fact that this is the strategic point 
on the way to the gateway through 
the mountains by the Yellowhead 
Pass and to the now famous Brazeau 
coal fields. 

In the House of Commons, a short. 
time ago, the C.P.R. applied for an 
extension of the charter of the Al- 
berta Central Railway, and the fol- 
lowing discussion took place in the 
railway committee : 

Hon. H. R.:-Emrerson took objec- 
tion to a bill applying for an exten- 
sion of the time for the construction 
of the Alberta Central railway and

its branches. He declared that the 
railway had been incorporated — in 
1901 and suggested that the bill be 


placed at the bottom of the list. 
Col. Thompson, who sponsored the 
bill, explained that during the new 
year the charter had passed_into the 
hands of the C.P.R., which company 
intended to proceed with the con- 
struction of the line. The ‘railway 
was to be about 2000 miles 
was to run from a certain point in 
Alberta westward to the Yellowhead 
pass, eastward through Saskatoon 
and Le Pas to Churchill and Nelson, 


and southward through Moose Jaw 
to the boundary. 
Mr. Emmerson believed that the 


terminal was not sufficiently indicat- 
ed and Hon. Frank Cochrane agreed. 
“Tf it were not an old charter,"’ he 
said, ‘‘we would turn it down.” 

The certain point referred to in 
the above is no doubt Red Deer, as 
already the line is graded from here 
to the Rocky Mountain House, eighty 
miles west, and stcel is laid to the 
river, some seven miles distance, 
where an, immense high level bridge 
made of steel spans the Red Deer 
river. Steel rails are already arriv- 
ing to go on with this work west- 
ward, and it is presumed it will be 


long, ; 


conypleted to Rocky Mountain House 
this summer. The new pmaps of: the 
C.P.R. show the Acme branch com- 
pleted to Red Deer, and the  west- 
ward line almost finished. Already 
Red Deer is the terminus of the La- 
combe branch, and when that line is 
completcd it will act as a feeder for 
the west line until the other lines 
are completed. 
C.N.R. CONSTRUCTION. 

Then the Canadian Northern rail- 
Way contractors are busy with the 
heavy cutting on the north side of 
the river, and the construction gang 
is making great headway up the 
heavy grade. Blasting has been 
going on for some time, but it is a 
big piece of work. It looks as 
though the bridge would not be 
built across the river for some time, 
but the right of way through — the 
town has been purchased and, no 
doubt, so soon as the work on the 
north side of the river is completed 
other work will be taken up to com- 
plete this line through town. 

TWO OTHER ROADS. 


The following dispatch appeared in 
the daily press of Friday last : 

Ottawa, Feb. 6.—The railway com- 
mittee of the commons today report- 
ed two railway bills which give par- 
liamentary sanction to a couple of 
ambitious Western railway ptojects. 
One bill incorporated the Calgary, 
Edmonton and Fort MeMarray rails 
way company, with a capital stock 
of $10,000,000, and headquarters at 
Edmonton. The company proposes 
to construct. a railway from Calgary 
to Edmonton, thence to Fort Me- 
Murray, then following the Athabas- 
ca river to Chipewyn, thence north- 
erly by-the most feasible route west 
of Slave river, passing near Fort 
Smith to Fort Resolution, on Great 
Slave Lake. The company also pro- 
poses to construct a branch line from 
Fort Smith .to Fort) Vermilion, and 
another from a point on the Red 
Deer river to the town of Red Deer. 

The second bill reported incorpor- 
ates the Northwestern Railway com- 
pany, with a capital stock of 
$2,09),000, and headquarters at 
Ottawa. It proposes to build a line 
from Regina westerly to Tuxford, 
on the C.P.R., thence to Red Deer, 
with a branclline to Battleford and 
Fort McKay. 

It is thought the second bill men- 
tioned in the above dispatch is the 
Jim Hill road, as he is determined 
to get to the coast through Cana- 
dian territory, and Red Deer ap- 
pears to be the point he is aiming 
tor, and what he wants he generally 
gets. 

Altogether, Red Deer citizens may 
well be optimistic and feel that the 
future is bright with promises for 
this, the cleanest, most wholesome, 
Most progressive town in this great 
western province.

CANADIAN WEST 
RICH WN FOSSILS 


One Animal of Bygone Ages Had Two 
Thousand Teeth, Another a 
Seven Foot Skull 

The richest country in the world 
{s the manner in which Charles H. 
Sternberg, an explorer engaged by the 
Canadian government, described wes- 
tern Canada when he arrived in Ot- 
tawa with over 20,000 pounds of fos- 
sils for the Victoria) Memoria] mu- 
seum, which included perfect skele- 
tons of two of the most wonderful 
and extraordinary’ ‘animals ever un- 
earthed. One of the skeletons named 
by Sternberg a duck gill dinosaur, 
weighed over 6,000 pounds and was 35 
feet in length. This animal, Mr. Stern- 
berg explained, lived 3,000,000 years 
ago, Which makes the discovery of the 
skeleton in perfect order all the more 
wonderful. Another specimen he dis- 
covered, known as the triceratops 
(three horn trace), had a skull seven 
feet in length with horns over each 
eye, and one at the end of the nose. 
In describing another specimen of the 
dinosaur, found not very far from the 
first one. Mr. Sternberg said that 
he had enough materlal to complete 
a mount 40 feet in length. The front 
part of the mouth of the dinosaur was 
expanded into a duck bill, and covered 
with a horn. The teeth, 2,000 in num- 
ber, were arranged in. magazine form, 
and made a decidedly interesting 
study. . : 

Mr. Sternberg was enthusiastic in 
his praise of Alberta and declared that 
In all his 40 years of exploration he 
had not lived in a richer country, nor 
had he ever made a bigger collection 
of fossils in the same length of time. 
He spent the greater part of his time 
in the Red Deer district. In this re- 
gion he also found remains of lizards 
of enormous proportions. 


LOCATES LEAKS IN PIPES 


The Detectophone Will Save Money 
for People of Montreal 


It is anticipated that many more 
hours of unnecessary labor and much 
money will be saved by the adoption 
by the Montreal water department of 
the “Detectophone,” an electrical in- 
strument by means of which it is pos- 
sible to locate leaks in water pipes 
without excavating. 

The machine, like a large syringe 
in appearance, is fitted at one end 
with a thin steel rod. This is driven 
into the ground near where the earth 
is damp from the escaping water, 
while the operator places over his ear 
a receiver identical with those used 
on telephone head sets. 

As soon as the apparatus has been 
adjusted the operator presses a but- 
ton, which has the result of electrify- 
ing the earth round the steel rod in 
the ground, while the hiss of the es- 
caping water may be distinctly heard. 

By following up the damp earth and 
properly using the ‘“Detectophone,” it 
{s claimed that the position of a leak 
can be located to inches.
